Rathbone and Reeves Fisu in 
a Dramatic Episode in 
Havana Trial, 


BURNING OF STAMPS 
ADVISED BY RATHBONE 


Appearance of Reeves Is Being Com- 
mented on Unfavorably—Charged 
That He Is Trying To 
Save Himself at Any 
Cost. 


Havana, January 14.—During the exam- 
ination of Estes G. Rathbone, formerly 
director general of pésts of Cuba, this 
afternoon, , private correspondence  be- 
tween Ratbone and former Postmaster 
General Smith was introduced. Rath- 
bone said he did not take part in any 
regulations naving for its purpose nis ap- 
pointment as military governor of Cuba. 
Some over zealous friends began one, 
but he did not indorse it, and wrote to 
the president and postmaster general say- 
ing he did not want the position. 

The government introduced the Charles 
F’. Neely letter, with a petition to the 
president aSaing for the appointment of 
Rathbone. 

Rathbone said he did not know of iis 
existence until six weeks ago. 

A dramatic incident of the trial taojs af- 
ternoon was tne confronting of Rathbone 
with Reeves, regarding the statement 
Reeves alleges Rathbone made after tne 
latter’s return to the United States in 
November, 1899, and two months after the 
stamps were burned. 

When Reeves took the stand Rathbone 
was sitting opposite him. Reeves said 
that Rathbone told him that Neely nad 
arranged the matter of the burning of 
the surcharged stamps, so that the fraud 
would not be discovered. | 

“God Help You,” He Said. 

Rathbone here asked Reeves if he was 
willing to swear to this statement. 
Reeves replied: 

“Yes!” To which Rathbone said, ‘‘God 
help you.” 

Reeves occupies himself during the 
trial with making copious notes. He is 
a most enthusiastic witness for the gov- 
ernment. 

La Lucha refers to him as unpreposses- 
sing, evasive and guarded, apparently 
wilfully stupid, and says he has inspired 
his listeners with the idea that ne is 


- trying to save himseJf; that ne is unsat- 


isfactory to the purpose of the inves- 
tigation and contradictory. 

Rathbone admitted having received the 
letter from Neely after his arrest. He 
said it was in answer to a cablegrarn 
he sent him ‘to return whe® Inspector 
General Burton reported a shortage in 
the postal accounts. On the bottom of 
this letter was written, ‘“‘Destroy this 
letter.”” Rathbone gaid this letter was 
delivered to him by especial agents and 
that he opened it in their presence. He 
sald Neely wrote that he did not wan? 
to return then: that Inspector General 
Purton was making an unnecessary stir. 
end that he would explain everything 
satisfactorily by letter. Rathbone said 
he sent a copy of Neely’s letter to for- 
mer Postmaster Gereral Smith and that 
he had a conference with the heads of 
the different departments immediately 
after the frauds were reported. He said 
that C. M. Rich, Neely’s essistant, stated 
he had seen Neely do something which 
he did not understand, but that he did 
not remember Rich stating that Neely 
wrcete on the books, “‘Approved by the 
special agents.” | 

Burning of the Stamps. 

Rathbone said he had stated to In- 
epector General Burton that in charging 
the Havana office with stamps it did not 
make any a to Washington 
whether they weregp the form of sur- 
charged stamps ore herwise, and 
the total amount cf the value of 
etamps was charged. He said he 
ec rynsulted General John R. Brooke, 
governor general of Cuba, about burn- 
ing the stamps and that he had also 
written former Postmaster Genera! 
Smith on the matter. Everyone had 
pride in circulating the new stamps, 
gaic’ Rathbone, and after they were ts- 
sued he advised burning the old stamps, 
ae they took up too much room in the 
vauits. 

Rathbone said he had no 
Neely’s brick yard. 

The matter of the duplicate warrants 
was gone intoatlength during this after- 
nceon's hearing. Some of these warrants 
were indorsed by Rathbone, while others 
were indorsed by Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General Bristow.

Louisville, Ky., January 14.—Continuing 
the opposition to the playing of ‘‘Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,’”’ which was begun by the 
Lexington chapter of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy requesting the 
manager of the Lexington opera house 
to not allow the play from Mrs. Stowe’s 
book to be presented there, the Albert 
Sidney Johnston chapter of Louisville to- 
day began a movement tg petition the 
Kentucky legislature to prohibit the 
presentation of the play in this state.

Grain Monarch Philips, of 
. Chicago, Has Again Gone 
to Smash. 


MEN WHOM HE WORSTED 
HAVE GOT HIM AT LAST 


According to His Attorney, Philips 
Has Been Wiped Off the Finan- 
cial Slate—Amount In- 
volved About $60,000. 

Rye Did It. 


Chicago, January 14.—A notice was 
posted at the opening of the board of 
trade today calling for the closing of all 
open deals with George H. Philips, the 
former ‘“‘corn king.”’ 

A heavy call for extra margins is said 
to have been the cause of the posting of 
the notice. The call was made yesterday 
faternoon and Philips and his staff work- 
ed all night over the firm’s books. The 
trouble is said to have been due to-a 3% 
cents break in rye yesterday. Philips is 
credited with holding a line of 1,500,000 
bushels of this cereal, mostly in May op- 
tions. The break yesterday was caused 
by a sale of only 50,000 bushels. 

Philips opened negotiations with ele- 
vator men before the opening of the 
board in order to dispose of his rye out- 
side the pit. The negotiations fell through 
and May rye, which closed yesterday at 
66% cents, opened with sales from 61 to 
@ cents. The whole Philips line was 
thrown into the market. Brokers acting 
for Armour & Co., however, bought near- 
ly all of it and the market in consequence 
rallied sharply to 6 cents. 

‘He is ‘broke,’ ’’ said Mr. Ringer.’ ‘‘Men 
whom he worsted in former deal went 
after him and they ‘got’ him.”’ 

Mr. Philips gave out a statement as 
follows: 

“The amount invalved in my trowble 
of today is about 1,000. My customers 
had their trades well margined and if 
the trades closed out today bring a fair 
price I can meet all my obligations. I 
was ‘long’ about 1,200,000 rye, 5,000,000 
wheat and 600,000 corn and oats. Satur-

PROVINCE IS PACIFIED,

All the Insurgents Yielded Uncon- 
ditionally and Bell Ordered Them 
Released—Three Colonels 
and Other Officers in 
List of Prisoners. 


Manila, January 14.—The full surrender 
of the fortes of Colonel Marisigan,,who, 
with Majcr Cabrera and a renegade 
priest named Castillo, gave themsclves 
up unconditionally January 1 to General 
Bell, who is ccnducting the campaign 
against fhe insurgents in Batangas prov- 
ince, occurred yesterday ‘January 13) at 
Teal. 

The insurgents created a surprise by 
bringing in sixty more rifles than the 
authorities thought Marisigan  ecolld 
ccemmand in the district of Toael, which 
he controlled. The Filipinos who sur- 
rendered included three colonels, one ma- 
jor, five captains and tweive lieutenants. 
They gave up 219 rifles and one cannon. 
All the insurgents who surrendered did 
$s) unconditionally. General Bell ordered 
the men to be released. 

Colonel Marisigan says he can prevail 
on many more men to surrender during 
the next few days, and also obtain pos- 
session of a number of additional rifles. 

F General Bell says the surrender pacities 
ior the time being all the eastern part 
Of Batangas.

Weshington, January 14.—(Speciul.)— 
There is fire in the eye of Postmaster 
Stallings, of Augusta,-and-fight in. nis 
heart. He was at the white house today, 
charging all sorts of .bad faith on Post- 
master Gereral Smith.in bringing about 
the appointment of Colonel Smythe as his 
-stccessor. He says snap judgment was 
taken on him and lays the responsibility 
for the most of it at the doors of the 
cutgoing head of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

Incidentally he had something interest- 
ing to say about the reasons why the 
colored brethren have 
rmosed his reappointment. He wants to 
tcaake a fight against the confirmation 
of Smythe, but has not yet determined 
to do so, as he has an idea it will be 
better for him to let things stand and 
make his fight in the future. Today he 
«nd Colonel Smythe had scme hot words 
at the capitol, and there is plenty of vad 
blocd, but there will probably be no con- 
test over the confirmation, because there 
seems no good ground to fight Smythe, 
now that the appointment has _ been 
made. 

Stallings’ grievance against Postmaster 
General Smith is that when the latter 
was asked for a list of offices which 
would expire before he goes out of office 
tomorrow he included Augusta which 
does not expire until the 18th. That is 
Stallings’ allegation. He says he was not 
given an opportunity to get in half his 
indcrsements, as he was given to believe 
there would be no need fcr them before 
the Ist of February. He explains that 
the reason the republican organization 
has fought him is that he refused to 
make Wimberly, the negro leader of Au- 
gueta, his assistant. In this connection 
fie pulled out from his pocket letters 
from the then Chief Inspector Baird, of 
the postoffice department, strongly urging 
against the appointment because o2f 
charges that._had been made against 
Wimberly when he held office under the 
postal department. While these -letters 
were written by Baird in his personal 
character, not as an official, they were 
of a character calculated to prevent the

5 Senator Hoar Asserts in Sen- 


ale and Demands Commit- 
tee To Investigate 


CLAIMS AWFUL STORIES 
COME FROM ISLANDS 


Senator Carmack Thinks an Investi- 
gation Is Needed, but Wants 
Regular Committee To Do 
It—Senator Hoar’s Res- 
olution Is Referred. 


Washington, January 14.—For the first 
time this session the Philippine question 
appeared im the scnate and the interest 
which was taken indicates that it will 
occupy the attention of the upper branch 
of congress for some time when the tariff 
till is reported. 

The Philippines were the subject of an 
address by Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
who spoke on is resolution introduced 
yesterday previdirg for the appointment 
of a senate committee to investigate the 
administraticn of those islands. 

Mr. Lodge, Mr. Hoar's colleague, said 
he regarded the resolution as a reflection 
cn the Philippine ccmmittee, of which he 
was chairman, end said his committee 
was perfectly able to handle any investi- 
gation which mignt be conducted. Mr. 
Carmack, democrat, agreed with him. 

The discussion vas lexding rapidly to 
an opening up of the whole Philippine 
question when it was ugreed that the 
resoluticn should go over until tomorrow. 
Mr. Meson, of lliinois, made a speech in 
favor of reciprocity with Cuba and dis- 
cussed the protective policy generally. 

Mr. Hoar claimed that we ought to 
have scme icliable information regard- 
ing the war in the Philij:pines, which he 
characterize1 as ‘‘a painful controversy.”’ 

During the civil war, he said, there 
was a committee which reported upon 
their 1esponsibility the facts which were 
needei for the senate and for the coun- 
try. There cre many things about which 
the public has been in doubt, as for. in- 
stance, the stateinent appearing in the 
public press and twice made in the sen- 
ate that Aguinaldy bad svid out his coun- 
trymen. 


What Hoar Wants To Know. 


“We want to know who promised ‘the 
Filipinos independence,” he insisted.

Take the most 
zealous men in this body and give us 4 
committee that will hea: thc evidence, 
put questions, hear both sides and let ug 
know what is the truth We are en- 
gaged in the unholy office of crushing 
out a republic, ‘the first great repubiie 
ever eStablished in the eastern hemis- 
phere.

In regard to taxation he.says: 

‘There is no question that so much demands 
your earnest, your careful, your thoughtful 
and your dlifgent consideration, and that 80 
much concerns every citizen of the common- 
wealth as this question of taxation. It has 
received the attention of every jegisiator who 
has had the interests of his people at heart 
since taxes have been levied and government 
organized, and yet there is no subject in which 
there is more _room for reform than that of 
equalizing taxation and placing upon the books 
for taxation that property which is now evad- 
ing the officers of the law. 

“There has been a gratifying increase in 
the taxable property during the year just 
closed In fact, the increase is greater than 
for any one year for several years past, This, 
of course, has made an increase in the amount 
of taxes collected, but your appropriations 
were larger at the last session than the year 
before, and but for the increase in taxable 
Values there would have been a deficit and 
the appropriations could not have been met out 
of the income for the year. Instead, however, 
of having $189,000.0U0 of taxable property 
we should have near $400,000,000.’’ 

Relative to the 
cf good roads in 
McSweeney says: 

‘‘During the past year there has been a gen- 
eral awakening throughout the country on the 
question of good roads and in every section 
great interest has been manifested and move- 
ments begun losking to the improvement of 
the public highways.

In fact, the sav- 
ing in not having to work the permanent roads 
so often would in a very short time pay for 
their bullding. ‘Mhis has been found to be the 
case wherever good, permanent roads have 
been bailt. 

‘It is most gratifying to note 
which has lafely been .aken by 
South Carolina on this subject. Most of the 
counties of tne state are awakening to a re- 
alization of the importance of the subject’and 
much is being accomplished. 

‘‘In this connection the work which has been 
done and is now being done by the Southern 
railway in this Alirection deserves commenda- 
tion, and no doubt much of the good which 
has resuited from this awakening is due part- 
ly to its efforts. 

“Any action looking to the betterment of 
our roads which, in your wisdom, you may 
see fit to take, will be so much done toward 
the promotion of the general prosperity of the 
people, Whatever plan you adopt should be 
efficient, economica] and equitable, And that 
you should adopt some plan is patent to every 
thoughtful citizen.’”’ 

Governor McSweeney goes 
and exhauStively into the question of 
child labor and declires if the parent 
does not act it is the auty of the state 
to assert its authority. His recemmend- 
ation on this -subject is, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘In my last message I directed your atten- 
tion to the importance of giving careful! con- 
sideration to the question of child labor .n 
our manufacturing establishments. ' With the 
rapid growth of manufacturing industries in 
our state this has now become a question that 
directly concerns the people of South Carolina 
and a problem. that is demanding solution. 
The solution should work no injustice upon the 
mill owners; nor should the health and the 
future happiness and prosperity of the children, 
who will in a few years be citizens and voters, 
be neglected. Nothing should be done that 
will injure the manufacturing Interests, nor 
retard the progress and development of South 
Carolina in material growth. 

‘There is no doubt that to keep the small 
child confined at jJabor in the mills is injurious 
to the child physically and mentally. With- 
out time for recreation, play, exercise, sun- 
shine, school, things so pecessary for the

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growth and healthy develapment of the child 
body and child mind; nothing but labor and 
toll from before sunrise until after dark, 1s 
compelled by the laws of nature to dwarf the 
child mind and the child body, because it. Is 
in direct conflict with the laws of nature, and 
will have its influence and effect upon the 
citizenship of the future. 

“Even looking at the situation from a cold 
business point of view, it is better that we 
should not have child jabor. In a good many 
instances the mili owners themselves have r2- 
alized this fact, and have prohibited child la- 
bor in their mills. Looking to the future, 
they know in order to thhave skilled labor in 
the grown up man and woman it is necessary 
that the child of the present shall not only 
not be dwarfed physicaly and entally by 
close confinement and labor during the tender 
years of youth, but that it shall have all the 
advantages offered by the schools of the com- 
munity. 

“After careful and thoughtful consideration 
it is my opinion that it is a-duty which you 
owe to humanity and the citizenship of your 
state to protect these children by prohibiting 
their labor in our manufactories. If the parent 
does not feel sufficient interest in his own off- 
spring to look after its best interests and to 
prepare it for the high duties of good citizen- 
ship, then it is the duty of the state to step 
in and assert its authority by taking care cf 
the life and the health and the happiness of 
these helpless little ones. I realize that it fs 
a penplexing question where the authority 
the parent ends and the duty of the state be- 
gins, but in a question of such vital import- 
ance to the state fine spun theories should not 
be indulged in, but the best interests of the 
commonwealth and its citizenship shonld be 
the paramount issue. No child under 12 years 
of age should be permitted to labor in the 
manufactories of this state, unless it be nec- 
essary for the support of a widowed mother. 
If you should adopt such a measure, however, 
at least one year should be given before it be- 
comes of force in order that all parties may 
adjust themselves to the new conditions.”’ 

Relative to educaticn, Governor Mec- 
Sweeney expresses himself as strong!y 
favoring a compulsory system. He says, 
in part: 

‘It is a principle now 
the safety of the government itself requires 
that it give its citizens the opportunity to fit 
themselves for an intelligent discharge of their 
duties to the state, Our form of government 
itself, in which every citizen is a ruler, and 
every ruler a public servant, depends for its 
preservation upon the enlightenment of the 
great body of our people—their education and 
instruction in the ‘great elemental truths 
which elevate the mind and purify the heart 
of man, and which render him capable of 
self-government, 

“The objector to compulsory education will 
urge that every parent has the right to deter- 
rrAne what education shall be given his own 
child, and that the state has no right to in- 
terfere in the affairs of the family. When a 
eontagious disease invades the state no ques- 
tion of this kind is raised, but the state takes 
measures to stamp out the disease and asks 
for permission to establish a quarantine 
against the spread of the malady. *‘ The two 
cases are similar, Ignorance is the worst of 
diseases and the state has the right to re- 
quire that the children shall be brought up in 
such @ way as to make the best possible citi- 
zens. It is also urged that the cost wiil be 
too great. ‘Tihe state is now spending more 
than a million dollars on the education of its 
children, and the proper position is that every 
child of school age should reap its share. But 
the greatest objection which is urged to com- 
pulsory education in the south is the ever- 
present negro, and the fear.that if he is edu- 
cated he cannot be controlled. The fallacy of 
this argument is patent to every thoughtful 
man. It is a fact known and recognized that 
ix this state at present, in proportion to the 
population of each, there are a great many 
more negro children than whites receiving the 
education provided. The negro is here to stay, 
and to educate him rightly will but teach him 
his position and be of benefit to him and to us. 
To leave him without an education is but 
to make him a tool in the hands of the de- 
Signing and a curse to society, It is but sui- 
¢idal not to require the white children of the 
state to attend the common schools for fear 
the negro children will receive the same ad- 
vantages. This argument means that 
should let the white children grow 
norance in order that the negro 
learn. 

‘In this age there are many problems which 
confront us and must be solved. Education !s 
the solution. We must educate, not one here 
and there, but every child in the state. 

“A compulsory law at the beginning would 
probably have to encounter difficulties in irs 
enforcement, but the time is ripe for some- 
thing to be done, as every one must admit 
when he considers the percentage of enroll- 
ment to the children of school age, especia)ly 
in the rural districts,’’ ‘ 

The dispensary claims the attention of 
Governor McSweeney, but briefly. Aftor 
complimenting the management of this 
instituticn for the past year, which he 
declares was “businesslike and satisfac- 
tory,’ ne says: 

‘‘During the year closing November 30, there 
had been 272 convictions for violation of the 
dispensary law; $23,486 imposed as fines, of 
Which amount $4,735 was paid, and 173 of 
the convicts took the alternative on the chain 
gang. The total cost of he constabulary for 
the year was $45,011.25. 

“I would reeommend that the minimum fine 
in case of conviction for violation of the dis- 


weil recornized that 


that the minimum service remain at thre: 
months. There are cases when it would be 
better for the county and state to have $59 
than three months’ service, and when it wonld 
be paid if the judge had the discretion to im- 
pose it, 

Relative to the state militia, Governor 
McSweeney says: 

‘In dealing with this question your only pur- 
pose should be to improve and perfect the 
system. 

“I deem it scarcely necessary to call] your 
attention to the ever-increasing necessity of 
the state having at its command a well or- 
ganized and well equipped volunteer soldiery— 
ever ready to aid by its moral effect the pres- 
ervation of peace and good order in our com- 
monweaith.” Its maintenance seems imperi- 
tive. Therefore I deem it likewise unnecessary 
to suggest that the dignity of the state, the 
pride of her people, the safety of life, the pro- 
tection of property, and the wisdom of 
statesmanship all demand that the militia of 
the state be cared for and liberally supported.’ 

Among the other questions touched on 
in the message are those of redistricting 
trusts in South Carolina, the South Caro- 
lina Irterstate and Wicst Indian exposi- 
tion at Charlestcn, forest preservation,

ASKED TO.QUIT. 
LYLE SAYS NO 


Deputy Sheriff of Hall County | 
Declines To Re- 
sign, 


HE MET DEMAND WITH 
WRITTEN CONTRACT 


This Shows, It Is Claimed, That 
Lyle Agreed To Withdraw from 
Race and LEet Gilmer 
Head Ticket for Cer- 
tain Fees. 


Gainesville, Ga., January 14.—(Special.) 
The circle of local politics was treated to 
a decided sensation today when Sheriff 
M. O. Gilmer served notice upon Deputy 


Sheriff J. A. Lyle to vacate his office, 
and at once. Lyle retaliated by drawing 
the written contract or agreement be- 
tween them when they combined forces 


/end ran together for sheriff and deputy 


sheriff, respectively, in the primary in 
May, 1900, and declaring he would not get 
out. Thus former friends have become 
bitter foes. 

Gilmer and Lyle were both in the race 
for sheriff of Hall county in-April, 1990. 
A few weeks before-the primary thev de- 
cided to combine forces, and, accordingly, 
drew up a contract, which is about as 
follows: Lyle agreed to withdraw from 
the race for sheriff, let Gilmer head the 
ticket and run as his deputy, provided 
he was given half the fegs of the sheriff's 
office and all of the jail fees. Gilmer was 
to receive only half the fees of the sher- 
iff’s office and nothing from the jail. The 
contract was drawn up, sigiued, sealed 
and delivered. 

January 1, 1901, Gilmer was installed 
into office as sheniff and Lyle as deputy 
sheriff. Things moved along ail right for 
a while, but it took only a short time 
fer Gilmer to find out that Lyle had the 
best end of the bargain, and he began to 
kick. 

Lyle was doing well, as the jail is a 
good paving institution for the sheriff, 
and, besides, he was getting half the fees 
from the office at the court house. Gil- 
mer did not well see how he could kick 
cut of harness go soon, so he jumped 
onto the officers of the city cuurt, filing 
a suit against them and cnjoiming them 
from paying any fees over to the special 
criminal bailiff of that court, W. E. 
Smith, who was only recently installed 
into office and was ecarning and being paid 
the fées which formerly went to the 
sheriff. 

The matter was heard before Judge 
Estes in the superior court, who declined 
to sustain the sheriff’s contentions ‘anc 
the case was carried to the supreme 
court, which likewise gave Gilmer an 
adverse opinion. There this feature of the 
ease ended, so far as the courts were 
concerned, though an effort Was made 
to have the legislature pass an act abol- 
ishing the court, but the thing finally 
drifted down to where b®Sth the Hall 
county representatives refused to intro- 
duce the bill, and the matter'ended. 

Failing in all these endeavors, Gilmer 
now serves Deputy Sheriff Lyle with no- 
tice to vacate his office. Lyle refuses to 
vacate and has employed counsel and will 
fight his removal. He sets up in his claim 
that under the contract entered into be- 
tween them, ke cannot.be removed from 
office by Gilmer; that he has ag ch 
right to put Gilmer out as Gilméfaes to 
put him out. 

And there the matter stands today. The 
friends of both parties are rallying to 
their side, and as both of them will be in 
the race for sheriff at the primary next 
summer, it may be put down as a cer- 
tainty that the fight will be a hot and 
bitter one.

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Education in the South. 

The coru... approva:i with which the 
programme of the southern educa- 
tional board is being received through- 
out the south is an encouraging indi- 
cation. It means an awakening of in- 
terest in the details of our systems 
of education and a disposition to urge 
the reforms in them that are so im- 
peratively neeued. 

- Our Southern school systems can- 
not, of course, be absolutely harmo- 
nized upon a common’ plan. Each 
state will continue to exercise its 
right, liberality and judgment as to 
t local shape its system of public 
edigation shall take. But there are 
certain fundamental ideas and pur- 
poses which an enlightened public 
opinion and interstate emulation can 
ingraft upon and establish in all our | 
southern educationa: schemes. 

A basic and most imperative princl- 
ple is that of pucting che acute empha- 
sis upon primary education. The first 
great need of our people is a complete 
system of accessible schools in which 
the children of every community may 
obtain instruction in the elementary 
- subjects of an English education. If 
we are asked to enumerate the studies 
which naturally compose that course, 
We answer that they are redding, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, geography, history 
and personal and domestic hygiene, as 
embodied in the elementary text-books. 
Toe youth that has -een given thor- 
ough instruction in those things has 
open to him all the possibilities of the 
widest expansion of his knowledge by 
self-effort. 

While we believe firmly in the duty 
of the state to provide itself with a 
liberally educated constituency, we do 
not believe that it should go beyond 
the above simple system until it has 
been given universal stability and ef- 
ficiency. After that is accomplished 
amplifications to higher courses will 
come logically and easily. 

The ..upiation always present to 
state boards of education, state super- 
intendents and theoretical educators 
and iegislaiors to exploit large sys- 
tems is almost irresistible. We see 
other states, older in the work of pop- 
ular education and abler in resources 
than ourselves, functioning admirably 
adjusted systems that start with the 
delectable devices of the kindergarten 
and end with the beribboned diploma 
of the university—and our pride se- 
duces us into a foolisa and futile en- 
deavor to imitate them. The result is 
a loose and sporadic system, with mil- 
lions of dollars spent on higher courses 
of study for tne very few who can 
avail of them, while the primary 
schools languish with educational! 
aenemia. 

Perhaps the wisest and most benefi- 
cent thing; that could be done in every 
one of our southern siates would be 
the radical reorganization of their 
common school sysiems to accomplish 
the ends that we-have pointed out. 
We are not deceived in believing that 


to explain that its opposition is wholly 
leveled against the “grandfather” 
clause of the constitutions, -for in- 
stancés. of Louisiana and North Caro- 
lina. Planting itself upon what it as- 
sumes to be the manifest unconstitu- 
tionality of those provisions, it con- 
tinues to aid ard abet by its argu- 
ments the endeavors of such radicals 
as Crumpacker to reduce the represen- 
tation of the southern states in the na- 
tional house of representatives.

There 
are respectable opinions either way, 
else they would never have had a 
gnost of a show to be incorporated in 
the constitutions that now carry them. 
The dicta of distinguished democrats, 
quoted by The Chronicle and Congress- 
man Moody, are not even sufficient 
authority to invalidate them. There 
is no vribunal that can abrogate them 
Other than the peoples of the states 
concerned or the supreme court of the 
United States.

Will There Be a Fight? 
When the whole atmosphere throbs 
with portents of an event, it is allow- 
able to expect that it will arrive.

It is said that the senate will not 
precipitate the conflict and no one 
can offer a good reason why the presi- 
dent should do so. Still the situation 
is interpreted to be one of armed neu- 
trality already and sure to end in open 
combat at the first available opportu- 
nity. 

Nobody discounts the courage, the 
tact and the strenuous self-reliance of 
the president if he shall reach the 
point where he must oppose his views 
or policies to the ideas and purposes 
of the senate, or of both houses of con- 
gress. At the same time a man’s mem- 
ory need not be a long one to remem-, 
ber that the senate, when it elects, 
can be an immovabl® body. It has 
the potentialities of position, of pre- 
rogative, of impregnable stubbornness 
in holding its own against presidents, 
against the house ofs representatives, 
and sometimes against even the peo- 
ple’s fierce desires. 

Somehow our credulity stops short 
of the occurrence of actual hostilities 
between the president and the senate. 
Too many great interests depend upon 
harmonious relations between the two. 
the country does not wish so unseem- 
ly a conflict as it would surely become, 
if once begun. Besides, it would not 
help the president in any way to have 
it happen.

The Sunday Saloon Question. 

The new reform administration in 
Greater New York is in trouble up to 
iis neck. The aggravating issue which 
sorely afflicts it is whether the saloons 
of the city shall be opened on Sundays, 
or whether the present “liberal en- 
iorcement” of the Sunday closing law 
shall be further loosened, or tightened 
up to the absolute prohibition limit. 

The officiais would like to have the 
law so modified by the legislature as 
to allow Greater New York to exercise 
local option on the subject, but Platt 
and Odell refuse to let the law as it is 
be monkeyed with, so to speak, lest 
the republécan party should thereby 
lose .ae rural religious vote “up state.”’ 
As matters stand the Sunday sa- 
loon issue promises to be the rock on 
wuich the Seth Low reform craft and 
crew are certain to be wrecked. 

People remote from New York city 
can scarcely appreciate the situation. 
They do not understand why Sunday 
saloons cannot be as effectually closed 
in New York as in other cities of the 
country—as in Atlanta, for instance. 
New York has a regular army of police 
and a fair corps of local magistrates. 
They suould find it reasonably easy to 
detect violations of the law and apply 
deterrent ‘punishments to the offend- 
ers. Indeed, everybody knows the law 
could be enforced, but they Know also 
that its enforcement would work the 
ruin of any party that accomplish- 
ed it. : 

New Yorkers are a peculiar people. 
You might deprive them of meat and 
only arouse a growl, but if you take 
away their drink you excite a revoln- 
tion. The prevailing sentiment on the 
drink question with them is not 
American, but continental, and the 
queer philosophy saturates New York 
politics that liquor laws should take 
their shapes from the habits of for- 
eigners, rather than that the foreign- 
ers should shape their habits by the 
laws that best represent American life 
and opinions.

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The National Constitution. 
Already six states—Michigan, Cclo- 
rado, Montana, Oregon, Idaho and Ne- 
vada—have officially notified congress 
through their legislatures that they 


pose of amending and revising the con- 
stitution of the Unitea States. A res- 
olution to the like effect is pending in 
the legislature of Massachusets, and 
Louisiana has adopted a memorial to 
congress asking for the repeal of the 
fifteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 

This movement seems to have 
sprung from and to be augmenting be- 
cause of the refusal of the United 
States senate to submit to the states 
an amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of United States senators by 
the popular votes of the states. In the 
western states the desire to ingraft 
their local systems of woman suffrage 
upon the national instrument is also a 
consideration. 

It is evident tnat a popular feeling 
is growing that the constitution can be 
amended in advantageous ways and 
that some of its provisions that have 
been juggled with by congress and dis- 
torted by the supreme court can be 
more clearly defined. Desirable as 
some of these projects may sé€em, they 
are hardly sufficient to put the whole 
scheme of our nationa. government in 
jeopardy through the sovereign license 
of a constitutional convention. The 
election of senators by the people is 
obtainable through a legalized system 
of party primaries, and other amend- 
ments can be demanded by legislative 
action and will not be réfused submis- 
sion by congress when the popular will 
is thus definitely and sufficiently sig- 
nalized. It seems very clear to us that 
a national constitutional convention 
at this juncture would be a very dan- 
gerous venture.

In the general melee which followed 
Hoyal, Maccan and Rutledge fell out of 
the back door with Hoyal beneath. Mac- 
can, who, it is claimed, was armed with 
a palr of brass knucks, was attempting, 
to uge them upon Hoyal 

Soon after the three mén had fallen 
Maccan and Hoyal rose to their feet and 
Macecan still continued to strike at 
Hoyal. -J. T. McRae, a bystander, then 
intervened and pulled Rutledge up from 
the ground. 

The latter, upon being released, started 
toward Hoyal. when he was struck by 
Frank Pierce upon the right side of the 
head just above the ear with a rock, thus 
receiving the wound which ultimately re- 
sulted in his death. 

The negro then fie@ and is still at 
large. He was not employed at the 
distillery and there appears but little 
reason why he should have taken part 
in the struggle.

Fine of $10.75 Imposed Against

Sixth, to enable our 
young people to get inspiration, encour- 
agement and development which comes 
one to the other by contact, observation 
and bearing in great bodies. Seventh, as 
a starting point for the crystallization 
of sentiment among us, anu the inaugu- 
ration of a crusade to accomplish larger 
results in our homes, our churches, our 
schools and our race life.’’

DEATH OF AN OLD PATRIARCH. 


Dr. Lansing Porter Expires in the 
Pulpit at West Point, 
Mississippi. 

Last Monday at noon the body of the 
late Rev. Lansing Porter passed through 
Atlanta en route to Auburn, N. Y., where 
the interment will probably occur thjs 
morning. Rev. and Mrs. Henry N. 
Payne, of West Pont, Miss., accompa- 
nied the body on this sad errand home. 
Dr. Porter died while visiting his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Dr. Payne, at West Point, Miss., 
and the circumstances connected with his 
death are most extraordinary. On ac- 
count of his advanced age, being in his 
eighty-sixth year at the time of his death, 
Dr. Porter had not been actively engaged 
in the work of the ministry for several 
years, but it was his custom on visiting 
his daughter to take some part in the 
weekly services of the chapel connected 
with the institution over which Dr. Payne 
presides, and he was standjng up in the 
pulpit last Sunday morning engaged in 
reading the scriptures when death over- 
took him. and he passed away with the 

Bible in his hands. 

Dr. Porter was well known in Atlanta, 
where’ he had frequently visited 
in years past and where he has 
scores of warm friends who have 
always welcomed his sunny _ face 
with great delight. Until the day of 
his death he was remarkably spry and 
erect. seldom con®olaining of fatigue and 
betraying few of the infirmitjes of ad- 
vanced years. He was very fond of out- 
door life and in walking along the street 
he moved with an el@atic step and an 
energetic rapidity of gait which easily 
tired out his juniors who undertook to 
accompany him on his long strolls. 

Last spring Dr. Porter spent several 
days in Atlanta visiting his grandchil- 
dren. Miss Annie E. Payne and Howarg L. 
Payre. In every respect he was an ex- 
traordinary old man and nowhere will he 
be more sincerely missed than in Atlanta.

The famous Manhattan Fire Insurance 
Company case was practically brought 
to a close by an order issued by Judge 
Newman yesterday morning. The order 
provides for the payment of costs antl 
fees out of the funds now in the hands 
of the receiver. 

Judge Newman did not sign the order. 
It will remain on file subject to objec- 
tions or motions until Monday, January 
%, when it will be signed if no such ob- 
jections or motions have been made. 

The case is docketed Otto Kelsey, re- 
ceiver, v. Sumter Cogswell et al., F. A. 
Lipscomb et al., and the Manhattan Fire 
Insurance Company, the three original 
cases having been consolidated. 

The order issued by Judge Newman 
provides that the receiver shall pay out 
of the funds now in his hands the costs 
in the superior court of Fuiton county, 
the costs in the United States court, the 
costs of removal, and all other legal 
ccsts. The order provides for the fol- 
lowing fees to be paid: 

To receiver himself for compensation, 
$500. To receiver for expenses, $165. 

John- 
son, counsel for receiver, 4500. To Felder

New York, January 14.—The market had a 
further recovery this morning. and then 
Worked back to about last night's figures.

The January Order. 

The order of January, 1901, referred to 
in the foregoing order, took certain du- 
ties* away from the adjutant general 
and gave them to Inspector General 
Obear. 

This order prescribed that in addition 
to the duties of adjutant general, Colo- 
nel Obear should have supervision and 
control of all rmattérs involving the ad- 
mission and disbandment of troops; all 
matters pertaining to military property, 
its care and inspection; the auditing and 
approving of all claims of state troops 
for services, commutation, armory rent, 
etc., which are a charge upon the mili- 
tary fund; all correspondence between 
the state and officers of the United 
States relating to military matters, under 
the supervision of the governor; signing 
all written documents and communica- 
tions in connection with these duties, and 
he was also directed to spend as much 
of his time in the field as possible in- 
specting each company and command 
and instructing the officers of the state 
troops in their duties. 

All of the foregoing duties are restored 
to the adjutant general by yesterday’s 
order, with the exception of such as be- 
long strictly to the inspector general. 

Hereafter, it is understood, the inspec- 
tor general will be called on specifically 
by order of the governor whenever his 
services are required for the inspection 
of state troops and will be paid at the 
rate of $4 a day for Such services as 
are rendered. 

Colonel Obear is still on regular duty, 


as he has not made his report of the | 


inspection of all the troops of the state 
under the order of January, 1901. He will 
go to Savannah within the next few 
days to complete the work of inspection 
there, after which his report will be 
made to the governor.
